OTTAWA, (CP)—The downward 
trend of the Canadian dollar in the | 
New York market may be caused 
by two factors, officials here say— 
rumors that Canada may further 
revalue the dollar placing it at a 
discount with the United States 
dollar and the lessening demand 
from Americans wishing to visit 
Canada, 

It is explained here that the | 
Canadian dollars offered for sale 
in New York must be dollars owned 
by Americans and can only be sold 
to Americans. The uses to which 
they can be put are limited 

The Foreign Exchange Control 
board here insists that all goods ex- 
ported from this country to the 
United States must be paid for in 
United States funds. These funds 
are turned over to the board at 
par and Canadians needing United 
States currency get it from the 
board also at par. 

The price of Canadian dollars in 
New York, therefore, may be con- | 
siderably lower than would be the 
vase if there were no currency 
control in this country and Ameri- 
cans could use these dollars to pay 
for goods imported from Canada, 
since the price is fixed by supply 
and demand,

Parcel Rates to Europe 


it has been announced that postage 
on air mail from Canada to many parts of 
the world has undergone a drastic reduction, 
The new rates will practically cut in half the 
cost of air mail letters to Europe, Asia, Aus- 


| bushels of grain from 60 acres,

tralia, Africa and New Zealand. The half- | 


ounce air letter to Europe, which has cost 
30 cents, will now be carried for 15 cents, 
Other reductions are proportionate. 

_ This is an excellent step, which should 
assist the promotion of Canadian business 
abroad and also facilitate private communic- 
ation, 

But while this reduction in the rates on 
air mail letters is necessary and important, 
it would have created much more gratificat- 
ion had the reduction been extended to parcel 
rates to Europe, 

There was a feeling during the war that 
these rates, as they involved parcels sent to 
Canadian troops abroad, were excessive, 
That feeling still persists with regard to 
parcels sent by Canadians to relatives and 
frtends in Britain and in the countries where 
Canada is spending a considerable sum to 
provide food and other necessities. 

These food and clothing parcels sent 
independently by Canadians to friends and 
relatives abroad are an important factor 
in the general plan of assistance to people 
in Europe, 

_One would think it a matter of sound 
policy to facilitate the Sending of these 
parcels as much as possible, The present 
high rates do not accomplish this purpose,

With most of Europe in the grip 
of growing hunger, bread will re- 


main rationed until well into the 


new year. One report from Wash- 
ington Friday indicated it 
likely British bread ration would 
remain for another 10 or 12 months. 

There is no prospect for an in- 
crease in the meagre fats ration 
until well into next year. World 
demand for sugar is still well above 
total production, but it is hoped 
there may be a slight increase for 
British housewives sometime next 
year. Poor rice harvests have ended 
hopes of an increase of rice imports. 

Earlier tt was announced new 
1947 gasoline ration books were be- 
ing prepared, thereby scotching ru- 
mors that motoring would return 
to its pre-war status next year. A 
50 percent increase in the gasoline 
ration was granted earlier but the 
ration is still small by Canadian 
standards—six gallons a month for 
an averaged sized car 

Six Months for Suit 

There is little likelihood of cloth- 
ing coming off ration next year. 
with the bulk of textiles going 
abroad, cloth is actually scarcer 
than it was six months ago and 
average time taken by tailors to 
make a suite is fixe to six months. 
Many are refusing new orders. 

Another shortage is the scarcity 
of automobiles and the high prices 
of those coming on the market. 
Cuts in sheet steel allotments to 
car makers next year will reduce 
the year’s output by about 45 per- 
cent.

CALGARY, (CP)—The possibility 
of the retail trade of Canada be- 
ing faced within the next few years 
with “complete annihilation,” was 
voiced by Hon. H. R. Renault of 
Beauceville, Que., dominion pres- 
ident of the Retail Merchants’ 
Association of Canada, Inc., in an 
address to Calgary and district 
members, 


Mr. Renault saw a distinct threat 
to the retail trade in a report he 
had received from Saskatchewan 
that “a labor union is going 
throughout the retail trade to get 
members.” The same union, he said, 
had started co-operative stores. 

“You see what the situation for 
the retailers in that province will 
be,” Mr. Renault said. “If 
union wants to make trouble for a 
|merchant it may do so by get- 
ting his employes wound up and 
asking him to do impossible things. 

“If the union has a co-operative 
store down the street, it can break 
the independent merchant for its 
own benefit. 

“If we don't get together I fear 
for the future of the retail industry 
in Canada, more especially the in- 
dependent retailers. Unity is need- 
ed to deal with problems of this 
sort and to prevent state Socialism.”

istrator, said. He said the possibility 
of training ex-service personnel as 
ward aides was being considered.
